New Move Indicates That the Most 
DecMwe Action of the War on the 
Russian Front la Now Pending — 
Calm on Weat Front. 

Washington, July 19. — As a result 
o( PreaMent Wilson's arrival in W^ash- 
tngton today. It la expected that this 
week win reoord the moat important 
step by this government In the-man- 
agement of Ita- tO reign relations. 

The president wlU confer ^th Sec- 
retary T fPT'««"g and will meet all of | 
bis cabinet at the White Hooae on | 
Tuesday. Both the president and his 
advisers have had a jreek ta WhU* to 
consider the problem confronting 
them, and there is no doubt here but 
hat Tuesday noon will ste the basis 
of the American course agreed upon. 

It is well known that he is comlas 
solely for the purpose of directing the 
answer which this government is to 
make to tlie Gorman note of ten days 
ago in which the German government 
failed to meet any of the demands, 
twice made upon her by President 
Wilson, in regard to submarine oper- 
ations. There is little doubt that the 
end of the week will see the American 
note on its way to Berlin. 

While the president" .s advisers are 
for the most part convinced that the 
American people are not demanding 
or expecting of their government any 
rash or drastic action at this time, the 
conviction is shared by all of them 
that the country baa certainly made it 
plain that there most he no yielding 
of the stand on principle taken in the 
earlier notea. Members of the preal- 
dent's official family also b- ) keenly 
aware of a phase of the situation of 
which It is believed the general pub- 
lic has taken less thought; that is that 
the time has come for the United 
States not only to answer the last 
German note, but also to determine on 
the course to be' pursued should Ger- 
many asain cause the destruction of I 
American lives in violation of the | 
hitherto unquestioned rights of neu- 
trals on the high seas. It Is this phase ; 
of the situation which ii5 causing the • 
deepest concern here. It is lelt that, 
while It Is not difficult to outline the 
kind of a reply which the last note 
from Germany merits, it is a d^-licate 
problem to determine wliat further 
action this government should take in 
the event of more .•\moricans being 
made victims of German submarines. 

The Orduna ca-^e. it was said here, 
makes even more Imperative careful 
decisions as to the course in the fu- 
ture. The attack on the I'.rltish liner, 
without warning, when .she was bound 
away from, not toward England, has 
served completely to dispel the illu- 
sion that Germany was not really go- 
ing to attack any more pa-isengrr 
ships. This case shows. It Is declared, j 
that the president and his advisers 
must have a decision here this week, 
with the fact fully in mind, that any 
day is likely to bring forth a case re- 
quiring that the action to be agreed 
apon shall be taken. 

The president. arrived here wlthont 
a alngle suggestion to Indicate his 
state of mind regarding the lasne with 
Germany In Its present phase.

German Attack en Orduna Makes Ne- 
cessary For Note to State Action In 
Event More Americans Are Slaught- 
ered by 8iibi9arins8. 

London, July 19. — glsautic Ger- 
man offensive, which has been started 
against the whole Russian front, domi- 
nates the war interest. 

A correspondent of the Times tele- 
graphs from Warsaw that in his opin- 
ion the most decisive action of the war 
on the Rti.'ssian front is pending on the 
hundred-mtle-wide tract between the 
Vistula and the Bug. The correspond- 
ent heard everywhere of the liiece- 
meal disappearance of Austro-German 
forces and the concentration of s great 
army in that area. 

It is figured tliat between six and 
seven million men are engaged from 
the Baltic to Bessarabia. The Ger- 
man operations In the north are In 
the hands of General von Hlndenberg, 
while General yon Uackensen controls 
the southern armiea and General 
von Falkenhayn i^tparently Is In su- 
preme charge of the task of cordlnat- 
Ing the movementa of both gronpa of 
armies. 

The followlns report was issned 
from Berlin concerning the Russian 
campaign: 

"The offensive movement begun a 
few days ago In the eastern theater of 
war, under command of Field Marshal 
von llindenbnrg, h:is led to ,c;rc-at re- 
sults. The army ol" Gen. von Heuloy, 
which on July 14 cro.ssed the Windau 
river, near aiid north of Kurshany, 
continued its victorious advance. 
Eleven ofCeers and L',44n men were 
taken prisoners and thn e cannon and 
five machine guns were captured. 

The army of Gen. von Gallwitz pro- 
ceeded against the Russian positions 
In the district south and southeast of 
Olawa. After a brilliant attack three 
Russian lines were pierced. Eteielin 
was captured and Li pa wa.^ reacheo 
and attacked. The Rus.sians retreated 
after the evacuation of rr-.casnyBz on 
the 14;li to their line of defense from 
Ciechanow to. Krasirasielo, lying he-, 
hind them. ' 

On the 15th the German troops also 
took these enemy po.'iitionB by storm 
and pierced the position south of 
Zielona. forcing their opponents to re- 
treat. The Russians have retreated 
on the center front, between the Plasa 
and Vistula rivers. In the direction of 
the Narew. 

"Southeastern theater of war: Aft- 
er the Teutonic allies had taken dnr^ 
Ing the laat few days a series of Rus- 
sian positions on the River Bag and 
between the Bug and the Vlatola, Im- 
portant battlea developed on thia en- 
tire f^tmt, under the leadership of 
neld Marshal Mackenaen. 

"So &u: twenty-eis9it oflieers and 
6,S80 men have fallen Into our bands, 
and nine machtaie guns have been cap- 
tured. West of the upper Vistula the 
offensive has again been begun by the 
army of Gen von Woyrleh." 

From Paris comes a report of a 
night of comparative calm on the 
western front was followed by an artil- 
lery action of considerable violence 
about Soiichez. infantry actions favor- 
able to the French on thp heights of 
the Meuse. and a German attack with 
burning liquids at the ravine of Son- 
vaux north of Verdun. On the heighta 
of the M^'iise thp Krenoh recaptured 
one section of the trenches taken by 
the Germans and the German attacks 
north of Verdun was repulsed with 
heavy losses to the Germans. The 
latter fired a dozen shells of large 
calibre Into Arras.

Was Stabbed In the Throat by Convict 

Who Believed He Was Acting Under 
Divine Inspiration — Now Regrets 
Hia Act. 

Milledgevllle, Ga.. July 19. — Leo 
M. Frank, who was stabbed in the 
throat as he slept at night at the state 
prison, is declared to be holding hi.s 
own. 

Frank's condition is still critical, 
however. The wound is deep and long. 
There is danger of infection, and 
blood poisoning. 

Some of the best surgeons of the 
state have been in attendance on him 
since the cutting. Dr. Rosenberg, the 
Frank family's private physician, of 
Atlanta, arrived and after inspecting 
the wound, stated that the operation 
had been a succesa and that the pa- 
tient was doing splendidly. 

Frank's wonderfol Tltallty to again 
standing ont pmabieiitlj in hto Caror. 
He waa conadous througihoat the oper- 
ation that required about three hoora* 
work. 

"I have nothtaig to fear If I die," 
Frank said. "I am not afraid to die. 
Nothing stands between me and God. 
I hope that the man who attadced me 

will be forgiven." 

■\VilIiam Green, a life term convict 
from Muscogee count.v, who was sent 
up from roltimbus, Ga., more than two 
years ago for murder, gives as his mo- 
tive for cutting Frank's throat, "a 
strange feeling that Frank should be 
put out of the way." 

Creeu's record as a dangerous man 
was known to the superintendent of 
the state prison farm and to the 
guards. 

"We watched Creen all the time," 
said Superintendent Smith. "We con- 
sidered him dangerous and easily ex- 
cited, yet never dreamed that he>wenld 
attack a fellow convict. 

"Creen was a great reader from the 
Bible. He claims to have gotten his 
Inspiration to kill Frank from the 
Bible and in a dream though we su- 
spect that be has been talking with 
ebnTlcts. He saya now be' regrets 
what he. did." 

It appoMTs that Creen'a attack to 
simply the work of a fanatic. Creen 
says be was "Influenoed by no one." 

Should Frank snrvlTe, as doctors 
now say is more tban possible, be will 
owe hto life to two convict doctors. 

These doctors are J. W. KeNani^ 
ton of Swalnaboro. eonvleted of mur- 
der after four triato and sentenced to 
life imiNrtoonment. and Dr. Lk M. Har- 
rison of Columlfna, who to doinc a 
long term. 

Tbey were in the aame dormitory 
with Frank when Frank uttered a cry 
of pain from his wound. Drs. McNaut^- 
ton and Harrison hurried to his bed- 
side and partially chocked the flow of 
Wood until the pri.=ion surgeon. Dr. 
Compton, arrived. He would have 
bled to death, it Is generally believed. 
If this nuick work hadt not be ao- 
cempllshed. 

Frank was taken to the prison farm 
just four weeks ago after a midnight 
flight in custody of Sheriff Mangimi 
of Atlanta. 

Reports from Atlanta are that Gov. 
Harris would start an investigation, of 
the affair at once.

Now is typhoiil fc\i'r fimo. It is 
well for the C"Uy ami County Health 
Boards to pick tlu-ir eyes and keep them 
open. The weeds should be cut on all 
vacant lots and the streets and al- 
leys ahoiiM have all rubbish removed. 
The breetling places of mosquitoes, 
^hould be drained if possible and if it 
is impossible to drain them, they should 
be covered with oil. Why should this 
city lie allowed to hc oine a breeding 
place for such pestiferous creatures? 
For many years, the citizens have been 
trying to get rid of certain old, worth- 
less ponds which are of no value to any- 
one and which arc exceedingly annoyinp 
both because of malarial troubles as 
well as contagion for many fevers. 
These ponds havc4>een condemned by 
health boards but the administrative 
forces of the city fail to carry out the 
orderw of the board. It is the duty of 
t he Mayor to seer tba^ these orders are 
obeyed. 

The Water and Light Co., should at 
once see that all dead ends to tlicir 
water mains are properly drained and 
fresh water put in the same. If they 
fail to do so, the Mayor should see that 
proper penalties are meted out to them. 
This is a source of typhoid fever and 
should be well guarded. The muddy 
fluid that ve get after each rain, is a 
suggestion that there -ihotdd lie estab- 
lished without delay a filtering^ plant. 
It might be well to look after the ice 
supply also.

"BUMPEB" TOBACCO CliOP. 
The tol>aooo crop of tbe United States 
for 1015 will b« considerably larger than 
that of 1014. This fact is clearly es 
tablipbed by tbe reports received from 
well posted correspondents in every to 
bacco growing county in Kentucky, 
Ohio and Indiana and from anthorative 
souMses in tbe various important tobacco 
producing Statea. 

In Kentucky, which is tbe largest to- 
bacco-producing section in the world, a 
total of 340,015 acres has been set, as 
asainst 329,849 acres planted in 1914, 
making an increase this year of- 8,175 
or slightly more than 2 per cent. The 
Kentucky acreage will probably yield a 
total o{ 321.114.3S0 pounds as against 
310,6S3,S00 pounda laat year, making an 
increase for 1919 of 10,420.750 pounds or 
slightly more than 3 per cent. 

A libenl estimate of the hurley crop 
of 1915 may be made as follows: 

Kentucky, lOO.UOO acres; Ohio, 10.000 
acres; Indiana , 10.i>40 acres; West Vir- 
ginia and scattering sections, 8,000 
acres; total. 188.040 sores. The total 
estimated barley acreage at planting 
limp last season was 107,776 aortfs 
Thus a decrease of 8,830 acres or al- 
most 5 per cent, is indicated. The har- 
vested hurley acreage in lUM was 199 
505 .acres, some counties having overes- 
timated the damage done by tbe drouth 
early in the season at planting time, 
and it is likely tbst with favorable grow 
ing seasons tbrougboui tbe current sum 
met tbe final barley yield will be at 
least within 5 per sent of the crop of 

1914. The harvested hurley areas of 
p evious years follow: 191:5, 196.111 
acres; 1912, 213,401 sores; 1911.

The Automobite Department at 
Frankfort will contribute to the Stale 

road fund for the year 1915 about $120, 
000. This is double the receipts of any 
previous year. 

When the 1915 plates were ordered, 
more than a year ago, it was estimated 
that 10,000 pairs would be sufficient but 
more iban 15.500 have already been is- 
sued. 

Tbe total receipts of tbe office to date 
tbia yssr are $102,000, and this would 
have been very materially increased but 

from the fact that 5,750 old cars and 
all new cars have paid only the propor- 
tionate part of the fee for lbs licedse to 
run to Jan. 1st, 1916. 

When the Aols of the General Assem 
bly of 1914 became effective there were 
5,750 licenses that did not expire Jan. 
1st, but ran into 1915. These were tbe 
series "6" licenses with tags of black 
with letters in white. This has caused 
much confusion as there were two kinds 
of lajTS good during the first six months 
of 1915 and many people were laboring 
under the impression that a large num- 
ber of cars were tieing operated on im- 
proper license.^ This ooofusion was 
removed on June 15tb and tags now in 
use should show tbe date "1915" on tbe 
right band end of tbe plates. 

Local officers in many places are ar- 
resting all motorists seen with improper 
tags, and to avoid trouble all drivers 
should see that cars are registered for 
this year and are carrying tags with a 
while background with red letters. 

In 1916 when all cars now in tbe state 
must reoejr their lioenass snd pay the 
full fee tor the year there should be col- 
lected for tbe highways of the state 
not less than $175,000 and probably 
much more.

CDQUMBEBS combined Tvith other 
fegetablea make daintr -and cool- 
ing rammer salads, some ways 
of preparing these are saggested here: 
With Mint Sauce. 
Plain Cucumber Salad.— Peel the cu- 
cumber thinly and cut it into very thin 
slices. Dust these with pepper and 
salt and add to them a very little finely 
minced onion. Then add two large 
tablespoonfuls of salad oil and half a 
gill of freshly made mint ^uce. Mix 
all well together. Stand in a cool place 
for twenty minutes or lialf an hour and 
then serve. 

Cucumbers, French Style.— Slice a 
green cncnml>er very tliin, put it in ft 
basin with half an onnca of salt and 
pickle for foor bomrs. Itrain well and 
arrange the sUces on a dish with pep- 
per, oil. .vinegar and a tablespoonfnl 
of cliopped berlM, sncb as tiarsley. 
dMnU and tarragon pnt over tlie slices. 
. Quite a ||ixtur*. 
Oneamber and Oidcken Salad.— It is 
bj no means necessary to bave celery 
tor ^^iofcm salad, as other yegetables 
more available in samm^ give it ar 
excellent and novel flavor. Crisp, fresh 
cncomliera; for instance, combine well 
wttb the cblcken, and French peas add- 
ed make It very tempting. Use two 
large cncimibers and one can of peas to 
every quart of chicken. 

Appreciated by Picnickers. 
Cucumber Sandwich Sal.-iU.— Pare a 
slender cucun)ber ^ith a knife that 
wUI scallop the edges of the slices. 
Make a rich paste of croam cheese, 
chopped olives, a few nut.s. the Julee of 
a small onion and some finely chopped 
celery. Mix well and season with salt 
and paprika or cayenne. Spread this 
paste between two slices of the cucum- 
ber and lay the tiny sandwiches on let- 
tuce leaves. Cover with mayonnaise, 
garnishing the salad with small stripe 
of green pepper and olives. 

A Rich Food. 
Cucumber Rings.— Take one cucum- 
ber, a little oil, vinegar, pepper and 
salt, a little minced meat, one hard 
boiled egg, parsley, two tablespoonf uls 
of cream. Cut cucutnber Into pieces 
one inch long, leaving the outsides in 
alternate strips of green by removing 
some of the rind In strips. Let these 
soak for a short time in a mixture of 
oil, vinegar, pepper and salt. Kemove 
the centers and All with savory mix- 
ture of minced meat, chopped yolk of 
eggs, parsley and creavo. all delicately 
seasoned, famish with the chopped 
whites of eggs and . beetroot cut into 
small dlcft. 

HOW TO USE BEETS. 

BKETS stowed and dressed with 
butter and seasoning may («■ 
servfd s.itisfiu toi l) y with almost 
any menu. In .Tdtlition to tlii.s popular 
way of serving them, there are many 
others whose merits need only be 
known to be apptechitetl. 

Novel Ways of Stewing. 
Stewed lieets.— Stew licets in the 
oven until they are tender: take them 
out and when cold remove tlio out 
side. Cut them In slices and pour a 
little vinfgar over them. Thin put 
them into a stewpan with as much 
gravy as will cover them. Simmer 
for half an hour. Thiclion the g--avj 
before serving with some cieaui In 
which you have mixed a slice or two 
of beet iM^ten in a mortar. 

Combined With Onions. 
Beets With Piquant Sauce.— Take 
two or three beets and wash them 
clean. Be careful not to break any ot 
the fibers; otherwise they will lose 
their color in l>olIlng. Boil till tender 
n itb two or three dozen small oniun.s 
When .they are done take off tbe sUin 
ind the outside fibers of tbe t)eeU( aud 
illce down. Stew In tbe followiuc 
sauce for ten minutes. Take an or 
iluary sited onion, mince it small 
tnd fry it brown iu a little butter. Add 
1 little floor and brown that also. Then 
put in a ladleful of soup stock, tbe 
{ulce of a lemon and some salt and 
.'H'pper: Wh»n It Ls done serve the 
ohions in the center, tbe beets and 
san^ araond. and serve- hot. 
\ A Popular Way. 
Plain Boiled Beets.— After thorough 
ly washing a quart ot young beets put 
them on to iMil in cold water. Add a 
small ' handful of salt and two table- 
spo<mfnls of vinegar. Cover the sauce 
pan and cook for oue hoar or perhaps 
ten minutes longer than an boor. It 
may be oacessary to add n little boil- 
ing water after thnse-qnnrters of an 
hour if tbe first has boiled away. When 
done skim out the btjets into a pah of 
coM water and mb off the skins. Ttien. 
put them into a stone jar (glUM will 
do) and strain over them tne Uituid in 
which tiiey woe boiled. The vinegar 
keeps this from turning dark, i^read 
two tablespoonfnis of powdlered sugar 
on the bests, cover and put 'away in a 
:old plaosL

Text of the Lesson, I Kings vlii, 22-30. 
Memory Varses, 23, 24 — Golden Text, 
!•«. Ivi, 7 — Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. IM. Stoams. 

In some respects the art of Noah, 
tbe tabernacle of Moses aud the tem- 
ple of Solomon were tbe three most re- 
markable buildings In the history of 
the world, for God Himself was the 
sole desij;ncr of each, and each was In- 
ten.>-:ely typical of things to come con- 
cerning tho Saviour, salvation and the 
kingdom. The great truths of our re- 
demption have been mado more plain 
to me by tabernacle studies than in 
any other way, and I most earnestly 
commend to all laidets a little book, 
costing only 25 cents, entitled "The 
Tabernacle" or "TIjs Gospel Acc-ordlng 
to Moses," by George Rodtjers. (Am. 
S. S. Unton. 1816 Chestnut, Philadel- 
phia.) The spiritual lessons from the 
temple are very similar, but with more 
of the kingdom outlook. 

Solomon began to build tbe temple 
4S0 years after the Exodus (I Kings 
vi, 1). If you add up the figures in 
.Vets xlll, covering this period, you will 
ma tie It 573. but If you subtract the 93 
yeai-s of the oppressions of all Israel 
lu tlic days of the Judges, the accounts 
will a?ree perfectly. Out of fellowsiilp 
with God means lost time, whether 
with a nation or an Individual (Num. 
vi, 12: Job xsxiv, 29). Solomon's tem- 
i>!e v.as Qnlsbed in the eleventh year 
of his reign, and it was plundered just 
thirty-four years after. In the fifth 
year of Rehoboam (1 Kings vi, 37, 38; 
xiv. 25, 2G). This was Just tlie time 
between tbe birth of the Messlali, tJie 
true temple, and His death. Zemblw- 
tiel built the second temple after the 
return from .BabVlpn. At tlM tfme of 
Christ's ministry Hood bad been re- 
building that temple ft>rty-siz yean 
(John 11. 20). Tbe last eigtat chapters 
of Ezekiel tell of a tenqtle yet to be 
bullded when \stwA shall be restored. 
Both tabernacle and temple were dwell- 
ing places for God in tbe midst of Is- 
raeL God' was in Christ. E<very true 
believer is now His temple (I Cor. vt 
19, 20». The church. His body, now be- 
ing bnilded. is tbe temple in wbiob we 
are for the present most interested 
(Zrph.

Pipe 

The main pipe which supplies water 
on Conway street runs to the end of 
that street and stops at the intersection 
of Campbell, conseq,uently the water 
at the south end of the pipe remains 
dead and has no oirculatioo. 

As a result there liave been nineteen 
cases of tyboid fever in the last six 
years on the block from Fourth lo 
Campbell on Conway street, seven of 
them 111 ilie family of Mr. Ben Marshall 
his son Lawrence being now contiued lo 
bed with it. 

Tbe frequent recurrence ot the disease 
in that locality lead to an Investigation, 
the pipe was dug up and opened when 
the water which came out of it smelted 
as foul as if taken from a ho^ pen. To 
remedy ihe evil a pipe will be laid alone 
Campbell streel to connect the big four- 
teen inch main on Steel street with tbe 
main on Conway, so that perfect cir- 
culation will be eslaSlished and no 
danger remain of the water beeomiog 
foul in the pipe. 

Hardly a house between Campbell and 
Fourth on Conway has escaped liaving 
one or more cases of fever in the last 
six years, and ihe Water Company will 
at once remove this menace to the 
health of that section of the <dty — 
Frankfort Courier.
